Taggart are loading 10,000 bushels 
of Garnet wheat, which, when pass- 
ed through the Moose Jaw cleaning 
plant will be consigned to Russia. 
The Registered Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation of Saskatchewan received an 
order for 16,000 bushels of Garnet 
wheat from the Russian Govern- 
ment, and these local farmers re- 
ceived the big slice of the contract 
from the Saskatchewan association. 
The work of loading 1s now under 
way and the shipment must reach 
New York before Jan. 20th in order 
to catch the freighting vessel on 
which the wheat is consigned.
